Distributers, who if not buyers at present must 
sooner or later become so, because depletion and 
replenishment are inevitable, may be leading what 
they consider to be trump arguments for lower 
prices—but if canners will sit tight they ought to 
win the rubber.

Speaking of the “persistent way jobbers are ham- 
mering at prices,” and the suspicion that “there is 
some collusion in it,” the “Journal of Commerce” 
expresses the situation very accurately when it says: 
“Packers feel that they hold the whip hand and, 
since money is growing easier every day and they 
are not badly pressed in finances, they don’t propose 
to do business till they can do it on their own terms.” 
There is no reason apparent why they should sell on 
other people’s terms,—not when stocks in first hands 
are as small as they are now. ,Nor should packers 
be willing to book orders for futures at other than 
proper prices. There will be no reduction in cost 
of packing that will justify handing over any part 
of the packers’ already small profits to the jobbers. 

* * * 

Canned goods “bears” seem very anxious to make 
it appear that the situation as to finances and other- 
wise is such that packers ought to scale down their 
prices on spots and make low figures on futures this 
season. Many holders, however, are imbued with 
bullish sentiment and in no mood to apply the axe 
to prices. That buyers of tomatoes believe they 
“ought to get them cheaper than they did last year” 
shouldn’t cause packers to readily fall into line with 
this view. There probably has never been a year 
when buyers didn’t believe (or pretend to) that they 
ought to get tomatoes, and every other variety of 
canned goods, cheaper. The argument favoring 
cheaper prices isn’t backed up with any stronger 
reasons than existed in some previous seasons when 
buyers thought the packers should cut a thick slice 
off, the price. :

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CANNED GOODS MARKET 
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Buying of futures is progressing more slowly this 
year than usual. Virtually no business in 1908 pack- 
ing standard grades of corn and tomatoes has been 
booked up to date, whereas a large quantity of futures 
had been entered up by January 23, 1907, and indica- 
tions are that advance purchases will be recorded 
more conservatively by buyers than last season. Job- 
bers are deeply impressed with the necessity for cau- 
tion, although they endeavor to impress packers that 
they are more conservative than they really are. They 
appear to be maneuvering to bring packers around to 
a willingness to revise their ideas on a lower basis, 
and the reports from some quarters indicate that in 
this they are being fairly successful. 

The bare fact that bookings of futures have so 
far been small in comparison with some previous sea- 
sons isn’t in itself sufficient to incline packers to ac- 
cept lower prices than they have been asking. It will 
be remembered that it has frequently been asserted 
that the selling of futures is “the curse of the canning 
business.” If this is true, why should a mitigation 
of the evil make packers any more disposed to ease 
up on prices on 1908 packing? In one way we can 
see how good can result from a slow-down on fu- 
tures business: It is pretty certain to influence can- 
ners to pack more conservatively next season, and it 
should be clear to all that conservatism in the pack- 
ing of peas and tomatoes in 1908 will be the correct 
policy to pursue. At least, neither tomato nor pea 
acreage should be increased, and preparations for an 
even larger production of both these items than was 
made last season would certainly ensue in the event 
of heavy sales of futures. 

The acreage situation gives the canned goods 
“bears” no ground for arguing for lower prices so far 
as futures are concerned. Packers will not be able to 
contract for acreage for any vegetable crop at lower 
cost than last season. Acreage for tomatoes, corn 
and peas will be as high, at least, as in the spring of 
1907. In some localities the farmers are demanding a 
higher figure, and in other sections packers report 
that acreage for 1908 will be more difficult to secure 
than in the past. THe CANNER learns these facts from 
direct correspondence within the last week with can- 
ners in a dozen states. This is the way a Central 
Western grower regards the acreage question: 

“The prices canners want to pay here this year are 
out of proportion when compared with the present 
price of Indian corn (50c per bu.) and wheat ($1.00 


per bu.) Seed corn is scarce and poor, and farmers 
are not inclined to play leap frog with one another in 
securing contracts to grow corn at the present fig- 
ures.” Surely a statement like this doesn’t support the 
contention that futures should sell low this year. 

Eastern market reports say that more business is 
being done in canned goods staples, but that “in the 
case of full standard Maryland tomatoes they do not 
seem to be obtainable except on packers’ terms.” THE 
CANNER is unable to see why, if holders of tomatoes 
refuse to grant concessions, they should be secured 
from owners of any other description of canned goods. 
Not that tomatoes are in weak position, but, as we 
see it, every other article of fruits and vegetables in 
cans is more strongly situated. Holdings of peas by 
canners amount to a small percentage of the 1907 
production, and it certainly is a mistake for any body 
to suppose that there is a burdensome, or even a heavy, 
stock of corn held in first hands, while practically 
every variety of fruit in cans is known beyond per- 
adventure to be not merely in small supply but the 
stocks are exceedingly light and have been so for 
months. 

Argumnts in favor of lower prices are being ad- 
vanced, yet peas are in good position despite the in- 
creased output, the statistical situation of corn is 
stronger than in three years, both wholesalers and 
packers own less of this article than for many moons; 
and even if the quantity of tomatoes packed last sea- 
son exceeded previous records, word comes from 
every important canning section that all but a small 
percentage of the production has moved out of can- 
ners’ warehouses, while the best possible indication 
that first-hand holdings are in truth light as compared 
with the output, is the way packers resist the hammer- 
ing of prices by the jobbers, which it is remarked 
“has given rise to the suspicion that there in some 
collusion in it.” The argument is made that because 
there has been general recession in commodity values, 
market prices of canned goods should recede further. 
But prevalent conditions in the market do not warrant 
recession from the ruling level of values. Prices have 
receded since the financial explosion of late October, 
and supplies have been reduced to the point which 
makes further recession uncalled for. The decline to 
date has been sufficient. Holders of canned goods 
should remember that many wholesalers and retailers 
are finding their stocks in need of replenishment and 
that more and more of these distributors will neces- 
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sarily soon find themselves in position where restock- 
ing on the exhausted articles will be imperative. Al- 
ready we are hearing of buyers who must replenish 
at once. This and the scarcity of most lines should 
be ample to maintain values, or, so far as some varie- 
ties are concerned, stiffen them. The packers’ posi- 
tion is strong. The steadily easing money market, 
removing financial pressure, is an important influence 
in their favor. With packers of tomatoes refusing to 
shade or reduce quotations, which is the right stand 
for them to take, there is no reason why holders of 
anything else in the vegetable or fruit line should 
weaken and slice a few cents a dozen off the price. 

Three hundred and thirty-eight packers reporting 
the number of cases on hand unsold on January 20, 
1908, as compared with the same date last year, give 
what must be considered a very good idea of the ex- 
tent of the stocks remaining in first hands: The num- 
ber of cases of corn unsold, January 20, 1908, is given 
at 427,110; on January 20, 1907, 1,266,548; tomatoes, 
January 20, 1908, 159,358 cases, same date last year, 
76,603 ; peas, January 20 1908, 46,960 cases, last year, 
2,625; string beans, this year, 12,752 cases; last year 
at this time, 3,053; pumpkin, January 20, 1908, 23,142 
cases; January 20, 1907, 20,176. These figures don’t 
show holdings of a size warranting packers in mak- 
ing concessions. Instead, they indicae remarkably 
small stocks in first hands, considering 1907 produc- 
tion, particularly of tomatoes and peas, while stocks 
of string beans and pumpkin as compared with the 
unsold goods of a year ago amount to less than a drop 
in the bucket. The figures relative to corn furnish a 
strong bull argument. 


Tomatoes— 

The tomato market in the West is holding up. As 
values are maintained on the former level notwith- 
standing the continued quiet, which, however, isn’t 
surprising, for January is invariably a dull month, and 
February is not always active, particularly in Chi- 
cago, where a few of the largest wholesale grocery 
concerns don’t inventory until February, and natural- 
ly wouldn’t buy more than daily requirements prev- 
ious to that date. We haven’t heard of anything in 
the way of standard spot No. 3 tomatoes for less than 
85c per doz., f. o. b. factory. Futures aren’t selling 
as yet, at least not to amount to anything, and there 
is no settled price on the Indiana article in a No. 3 
package. Packers’ views regarding future prices are 
pretty well covered in the extracts from packers’ let- 
ters, published on another page of this issue. Almost 
no business in future tomatoes has been booked by 
Baltimore packers, but prices up to this time are 60c 
and 80c for No. 2 and No. 3 standards respectively. 


Corn— 


Spot corn is steady in the Chicago market and’ the — 


Western States, with nothing of standard quality sold 
under 65c, f. o. b. factory. There is very_little do- 
ing at present. The business hasn’t opened up yet 
on spot, which are held at a range of 65 to 7oc per 
doz. Packers in no part of the country are urging 
buyers to contract for futures. Ohio and Indiana 


No. 2 standard, 1908 packing, can be bought at 62%c, 
f. o. b. factory. New York reports indicate less firm- 
ness on the part of some of the packers. 

Peas— 

Two more Wisconsin pea-packing concerns have 
come into the market with quotations on futures dur- 
ing the past week. One is t'te Lake Shore Canning 
Co., of Sheboygan, Wis. This is the concern which 
a retail grocer’s journal in its issue of this week said 
was of Manitowoc. Its factory will be located at She- 
boygan, Wis., and its quotations on 1908 packing peas 
f. o. b. cannery, are as follows :—

Eprvor CANNER: Now that inventory time is over it seems 
all are wondering who has the largest stock when in fact 
there are no heavy stocks of either canned goods or dried 
fruits. Some of the jobbers in our territory are already in 
the market for dried fruits. Canned goods are moving good. 
The stocks on standard corn are good, but there is plenty 
of time for this pack to move and they will be rapidly re- 
duced. Stocks in this territory on peas, tomatoes and canned 
fish only fair. Look for considerable buying in these lines. 

Dried fruit sales have been very satisfactory and the year’s 
business will figure very favorable. 

No. 10 Arkansas apples quoted at $3.40 f. o. b. 
There is no buying at these figures.

Baltimore, Md., Jan. 20, 1908. 

Epitor CANNER: The amount of business transacted dur- 
ing the past week has been quite encouraging. The orders 
have not been large, but they have been quite numerous, and 
have covered practically the entire line of canned goods, 
which all tends to prove that a good many of the jobbers 
at least are not stocked up. As the spring advances, we are 
sure to see a very active trading unless something unforeseen 
intervenes. 

The situation on tomatoes is practically the same as when 
I wrote last. The market here is 80c far No. 3 genuine 
standards, and all the talk about being able to buy good 
standards below that figure is misleading. There is usually 
some string or other attached to the 77%c goods. In most 
instances, the cans are lacquered. Whilst the quality of the 
tomatoes inside may be all right, yet on account of the 
cans being lacquered sellers have been willing to make the 
concession. It is true that the quality of the goods is not 
affected at all by the fact that the cans may have lacquer 
on them, but when the market is easy, and there is no dif- 
ficulty to find plenty of goods, it usually happens that when 
cans are lacquered they have to be sold at a slight conces- 
sion below the figure on bright cans. 

The most remarkable thing about tomatoes just at this 
time is the fact that although last season’s pack was a record 
. breaker, yet the stocks in first hands are unusually light, and 
further, it is still more remarkable that so many jobbers 
kcep coming into the market to buy, which shows that quite 
a number of the buyers at least, are not stocked up with 
tomatoes. The only solution of this situation is that the 
country can take care of a 12 or 13 million case pack. 

Very little is being done on future tomatoes, although a 
few good brands can be picked up at 60c and 80c for No. 2 
and No. 3 f. o. b. country shipping points. Most of the 
packers, however, say that there is no need for them to hurry 
in naming prices, as the buyers are not very anxious to place 
their orders, and therefore they (the packers) might just 
as well wait and get their contracts made for cans, raw 
tomatoes, and all the necessary supplies before naming figures 
and endeavoring to do much business. 

Corn is a little easier, and the concessions that have been 
made during the week seem to have resulted in a fair 
amount of business. Some good bargains can be picked up 
in this line just at this time, and buyers would do well to 
anticipate their requirements. 

Sweet potatoes, squash and pumpkin are extremely scarce, 
and prices are advancing. Sweet potatoes are now selling at 
$1.10, squash at $1.00, and pumpkin at goc to 95c. These 
three lines of course comé under the heading of pie fruit, 
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and it is well to bear in mind in this connection that pie 
peaches are also very scarce, and high, and that there is 
but a very light stock of the various varieties of small fruits 
that are used for making pies, such as gooseberries, black- 
berries, strawberries, blueberries, etc. This means that more 
apple pie will be eaten than usual, and there is therefore 
likely to be an increase in the demand for apples as the 
spring advances. Taking all these facts in consideration it 
would appear that apples at to-day’s prices are very cheap, 
it being possible to buy No. 3 at 80c to 85c, and No. Io at 
$2.50 to $2.60. It would not surprise me to see an advance 
of from 10c to I5c per dozen on No. 3 before the first of 
April, and 25¢ to 40c per dozen advance on No. 10. 

It is likely there will be a good representation of Balti- 
more and Maryland packers at the Convention in Cincinnati, 
which convenes early in February. Many topics of great 
interest are to come before the Association, according to 
program, and there are others that interest all packers and 
canned goods men that ought to be given some attention. 
One of these is the matter of fixing standards. Much has 
been said on this point by various officials who are work- 
ing under the pure food law, and efforts are being made 
by some of them to fix standards. Packers should make it 
clear to the officials that it is next to an impossibility to 
fix standards on canned goods. It is all very well to put 
down in print that a standard tomato, for instance, shall 
be thus and so, but when some cans are opened and com- 
pared with the printed requirements of the standard, it 
would be an easy matter to find a difference of opinion 
amongst a dozen expert canned goods men as to whether the 
particular cans were standard cans or not. Then if that 
were so with experts, what would it be with pure food 
officials, who were not experts? If a can was very much 
below the grade the requirements called for, then the de- 
cision would be easy, but if it were just so to speak “on 
the fence,” it would be a very hard matter for even experts 
to decide. It may be possible to fix standards for some lines 
of goods, but it certainly cannot be done for canned goods. 
The Convention ought to take this matter up and go on 
record with a protest against it. 

At the same time there is no doubt in the minds of all 
the packers who put up good goods that there is need for 
something to be done about designating quality. I have sev- 
eral times said in these letters that in my opinion the plan 
suggested by an old canned goods man years ago is prob- 
ably the best solution of this difficulty. This plan is that 
every packer should be compelled by law to designate the 
quality of his own are that is, he should be compelled 
to print on his labe 

For his Extra goods “Our (or my) Extra Quality.” 

For his Standard goods “Our (or my) Standard quality.” 

For his Second goods “Our (or my) Ordinary Quality.” 

This would tell the consumer what the packer thought 
of his own goods, and whether they were Extras, Standards, 
Seconds. Now, self-protection on the part of the packer 
would make it incumbent on him to keep the quality up to 
his regular labels, but a plan like the above would effectually 
prevent a packer’s second grade of goods being sold to the 
consumer as that packer’s standards. This plan seems to me 
to be worthy of consideration. TARTAR.

Portland, Me., January 20, 1908. 

Eprror CANNER: General business has been seasonable, 
that is, very little of it at this time of the year. Anyone 
that expects a rush, will be disappointed. Much of the 
previous dullness was laid to the “financial conditions,” but 
“taking account of stock” is now the popular fad. How- 
ever, there is plenty of business in sight, and the outlook 
is very encouraging, if business men will be satisfied with 
business, and not burn their fingers in speculation. That 
all decline in prices has ceased long ago, and that advances 
may legitimately be expected, is true, but it will be far 
better to go slowly. With hardly an exception stocks are 
very light in canned goods, but the purses of the buyers 
are lighter. The army of the unemployed is large and will 
be for some time, butidleness pays no dividends and they 
must work, even if the combined efforts of Unions and 
Trusts forbid. 

My quote itions of spot corn remain unchanged, for no 
transactions have taken place to alter them. Still many 
enquiries are out, and brokers know that offerings are so 
few and light that it would take but little to clean up the 
market. I cannot see, if business remains even moderately 
good, how, at the end of the coming summer, anything will 
be left. 

Except as a matter of conversation, little has: been said 
about future prices, and it may be some little time before 
this subject is taken up in earnest. I think that the whole- 
sale buyer would rather not make much talk just yet. 
Many recognize, but all should, that the conditions that 
govern business are different from the past years. Packers 
generally, especially those of established reputations, want 
to go slowly. There is no doubt but what every case of 
corn that Maine can pack will be sold and at good prices. 
If the pure food law had done no other good, it has stopped 
mislabeling and adulteration, if not entirely, at least to a 
great extent. 

The gallon apple market on a basis of $2.25 has been 
very good, and many sales have been made. Quite a num- 
ber have continued to pack, but some whose products cost 
them high, still continue to wait for the “good old summer 
time” when the canned article will be in demand, and the 
fresh fruit be a “thing of the past.” The contemptible 
action of some of the wholesale grocers in rejecting all 
kinds of canned goods, wherever packed, has borne its 
legitimate fruit in the ultimatum of some packers who cover 
every sale with iron-clad conditions. Thus the discredit 
of some, often highly rated, reacted on firms who were 
beyond all criticism. 

A few No. 3 apples have been packed of late, and are 
offered at .goc f. o. b. Portland. 

The open winter has enabled packers to put up clams 
this season in much larger quantities than usual. I wish 
the buyers would be less inclined to buy short weight goods, 
for, when a consumer opens a tin and finds a hermit clam, or 
a small family of faint shadows, he often refuses to buy 
a second can, but prefers a slot machine where he has a 
fighting chance. We cannot, all of us, carry around an 
X-ray machine to look through a tin and photograph the 
contents. 

No price has been made or suggested on future lobsters, 
but there will be, no doubt, in “due course” of time.

Seattle, Wash., Jan. 17, 1908. 

Eprror CANNER: Now that the Pacific coast salmon pack- 
ers have concluded their season of figuring up on the profits 
of last year’s pack, and the busy fall marketing season is 
over, they are casting their attention ahead to the coming 
season and consulting with their brokers as to the prospect 
of the tharket for the coming 1908 pack. 

Naturally market prospects have considerable influence upon 
the extent of the preparations for the season’s packing. If 
the market is going to be weak in the fall the packers would 
desire an inkling of it before hand in order that they may 
curtail their operations and not glut the market with an un- 
profitable production. If the market, however, is to keep 
up to the standard of the last few years, the cannerymen 
desire to plan to operate as extensively as possible and take 
advantage of the condition. 

There are many features about the preparations for the 
packing season’ in a salmon cannery which must be judiciously 
estimated beforehand. A canneryman, for instance, must buy 
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a certain quantity of tin plate; He does not care to load 
himself down with this material and yet he knows that. if 
there is a large run of salmon and he hasn’t enough tin- 
plate at hand to take care of the resulting pack, he will not 
have time to order more and will consequently lose con- 
siderable money in lost opportunity. His labor contracts 
also must be signed beforehand for an approximate number 
of thousand cases, and he must pay for this sized pack 
whether the fish are available to pack or not. There are 
also many other things to be taken into consideration, all 
of which must be gauged according to the prospects of a 
large supply of fish and a steady market for the products of 
the cannery. 

Packers appreciate that they will not be able to get a 
coherent idea of prospective market conditions on the 1908 
pack until the coming spring buying season is over. If the 
cause supply remaining from the 1907 pack is cleaned up at 
that time, and a bare market is opened for the 1908 pack, 
strong demand for all grades may be anticipated. If, how- 
ever, certain grades are carried over in any amounts, a weaker 
market is likely to develop for those grades... As there is 
very little of the 1907 pack. remaining in first hands at present 
of any grade but Pink salmon, it will not require a very 
heavy demand in the spring to clean up the supply and 
leave a strong market for the 1908 pack, and it is likely that 
if packers are conservative at all, it will be those who are in 
the Pink salmon packing districts, and most of these have 
other grades to fall back on. “SOCKEYE.”

Epiror CANNER: While movement is some improved as 
compared with last week and previous weeks, the fact re- 
mains that it is still slow. Buyers have developed an un- 
usual degree of caution. Further, it becomes more and more 
apparent that canned goods futures are going exceedingly 
slow this season. Buyers show even more caution in this 
department than they do in the other. The effect is de- 
pressing. 

State corn has been offered as low as 7oc for standards 
and 75@8o0c for fancy. Some sales of spot state standards 
have been made at 75c delivered, and it is believed that this 
figure could be shaded on firm offer. Southern Maine style 
is offered at 65c regular f. o. b. factory for ordinary quality. 

Local jobbers are supposed to be carrying fair stocks of 
various grades and even low offers do not interest them 
much under such conditions. Spot prices are: State stan- 
dards, 75@8oc; fancy, 80@8s5c; Southern Maine style, 
75@80c; Western, 7o@8o0c; Maine Standard, 90@92%c; 
fancy, $1.00@1.05. 

Tomatoes are quiet. Occasional sales are reported at 80c 
delivered on fair to full standard Maryland 3s. The general 
quotation is 8oc f. o. b. factory regular terms. Only a 
moderate interest is reported in 2s. Gallons are neglected, 
and the entire market is dull and buying is in exceedingly 
small lots. 

State future peas are quiet on the opening basis. Sales 
of standard Junes are reported up to 9oc, with fancy held 
at $1.10. For sifted the figure is $1.25 and for extra sifted 
$1.45. Petit pois are little wanted at $1.75 delivered. Buyers 
might take hold more freely if prices should ease off a trifle.

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Stocks of California peaches and apricots are in small 
compass, both in the local market and at primary points.

From all points east of Buffalo, N. Y., Pitts- 
burg, Pa., Wheeling, Parkersburg, and Hunting- 
ton, W. Va., except in New England and Canada, 
two cents per mile in each direction, tickets to be 
issued only on presentation of card orders to be 
distributed by Frank E. Gorrell, Secretary, Bel 
Air, Md., good going February 1, 2 and 3, re- 
turning, leaving Cincinnati February 10, inclus- 
ive. Please also say that any one wanting these 
orders will write to me and I will mail them di- 
rect. I am required to keep a list of the same and 
turn it in to the railroad company. 

The New England Association has not yet filed 
its rates, but the chances are that they will be 
substantially the same. The Southeastern terri- 
tory will have the same requirements as last year, 
viz.:—pay full fare going; get a certificate at 
ticket office and have the same validated in Cin- 
cinnati, when the return ticket will be issued for 
one-third of full fare. Nearly all western points 
have the two-cent a mile rate under the law and 
will sell non-signature, non-card tickets at this 
rate,

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TOMATO CANNERS’ VIEWS ON OPENING PRICES 


Below are Given the Opinions of Prominent Tomato Packers in a Number of States on Cost of Packing 
and its Relation to Future Prices. 











Kaysville Canniug Co., Kaysville, Utah. 

Last year our opening price on No. 2%. standards 
(the size packed in Utah) was goc per doz. f. o. b. 
factory. At that price, owing to the price paid for to- 
matoes, $10.00 per ton, and the high price paid for 
labor, coal, etc., the canners in many instances did not 
make a fair interest on their investment. In our opin- 
ion the opening price in Utah should be 87%c per 
doz. for No. 2% standards. Tomatoes will be $9.00 
per ton this year, which will make the difference in 
price between this year and last of 2¥%c per dozen. 
The difference in cost of labor, fuel and cans will 
enable our cannérs to make a fair profit on their in- 
vestment. We realize that tomatoes are now one of 
the necessaries of life and we know of nothing that 
is as good for the money as tomatoes, quantity con- 
sidered. For this reason they ought to be sold at a 
price that will appeal to the consumer. As soon as 
the price gets too high consumption is decreased. 


Wasatch Orchard Co., Ogden, Utah. 


We feel that the opening price on standard to- 
matoes should not be lower than it was last year. The 
cost of manufacture will probably be a trifle less, but 
“in our country, the price named in 1907 was not in 
proportion to the added cost of manufacture in 1907 
as compared with 1906, therefore in continuing the 
price of 1907 for 1908 we will be in about the right 
proportion to the 1906 figure. The price of cans will 
not affect the price to any appreciable extent. Stock 
is a trifle lower with us and we expect that tomatoes 
will be bought for $2.00 per ton less money than was 
paid last year. However, we would as outlined above, 
incline to the belief that the opening price ought not 
to exceed that of 1907. There is another point in 
connection with this, namely, that the trade would 
willingly pay $1.75 per case for No. 2% tomatoes, 
which was our 1907 opening price, and about as ‘wil- 
lingly as they would pay $1.70, but when the price 
goes above $1.75 we think that the sales are curtailed 
and business is slowed up. We paid $11.00 for to- 
matoes last year, which was the highest price for 
many years past. Spots of 1907 pack in canners’ hands 
in this section are less than they were at this time 
last year, so that. we feel that the market conditions 
are in fairly good shape with us. 


A Prominent Indiana Packer. 


“We cannot see anything to warrant packers in 
making lower prices or even as low as existing in 
1907. The slight difference in price of tin cans be- 
tween this season and last of 60 cents per thousand, 
when figured down to dozens, is a trifle over %4 cent 
per dozen. ‘This is more than offset in the increased 
cost of labels, then our box material is no cheaper. In 
1907 probably 70 per cent of the tomatoes packed in 
this state cost.the packer on a basis of $7.00—this 
year I am confident that over 80 per cent of .what will 
be packed will be contracted for on a basis of $8.00, 
and we know of no locality where farmers are will- 
ing to accept anything below this figure for tomato 
acreage. Everything considered, it looks to us as 
though tomatoés will cost more to pack this season 
than last, and we see no good. reason at the present 









time to warrant even as low a price as prevailed last 
season. 
Stevens Bros., Cedarville, N. J. 

We see no reason why future tomatoes should sell 
any lower than last year, as there is no reason to be- 
lieve that they can be packed cheaper. In fact it 
looks like a higher cost because shooks and labels are 
more than enough higher to offset the slightly lower 
price of cans and while contract prices to growers 
will probably not be any higher, yet so many.of them 
took much less than contract price for their tomatoes 
last year where they had no contract, that the acre- 
age is likely to be reduced and anything less than a 
full crop would mean higher prices for tomatoes than 
during last packing season. We don’t believe the cost 
will be lower and it may be higher. 

Agee Canning Co., Baldwin Station, Va. 


We don’t see how future tomatoes, No. 3 standard, 
can be sold any cheaper than they were sold last year. 
The Virignia Can Co. sold No. 3 cans last year at 
$19.00 per M, June delivery; this year they offer 
June delivery at $18.60, a difference of-only 40c per 
M. We are advised by the fertilizer people that fer- 
tilizer has advanced. They give as the reason that 
when the materials were bought last year they were 
very high. We are also advised by the hardware peo- 
ple that farming implements have advanced. It is true 
that labor is more plentiful and not so high, but will 
it be plentiful and cheap when wanted in the tomato 
crop? We do not think that the farmers in this vicin- 
ity will contract tomato acreage for less than they re- 
ceived last year. Spot tomatoes are pretty well cleaned 
up in this section. 

Forest City Canning Co., Forest City, Mo. 


We are paying more this season for tomatoes in 
the raw state than we ever paid before, and at the 
prices of cans, boxes, labels and solder future tomatoes 
in my opinion should sell, solid pack, for 90 and 92%c 
per dozen, f. o. b. factory. It is going to cost us more 
than ever before. We pack solid, that is, the can is 
packed full of tomatoes and not water. Every pack- 
er in this section is entirely cleaned up on tomatoes 
and we will say that we will not future a single can 
for less than 92%c f. o. b. cars, factory. 


Crothersville Canning Co., Crothersville, Ind. 


We fail to see any reason why future tomatoes 
should sell for less money than last year, as the dif- 
ference in the price of cans will be but a very §mall 
figure, when the price of raw material is the same as 
last year and in some places more. The farmer will 
not contract for less money and we found it an uphill 
business getting our acreage last year at a price of 
$1.00 per ton more than in 1906 and at the present 
time have not written one contract for 1908 and very 
few inquiries as to what the price will be.

In our opinion there are no manufacturing \condi- 

tions which will justify any lower price on’ tomatoes 


for 1908 than. were made for 1907. Directly. or indi- 
rectly, the increased cost of tomatoes will much more

It seems apparent that the price of futures will de- 
pend altogether on the course of the spot market for 
the next few months. 

New Blue Grass Canning Co., Owensboro, Ky. 

Taking all conditions into account, in our judgment 
the price should certainly not be lower than last year. 
While cans are a little cheaper, they are not enough 
lower to affect the price of the goods to be packed in 
1908. We have not gotten the prices on canned goods 
cases as yet, but do not believe we will be able to 
buy any cheaper than in 1907. As to price of to- 
matoes, we are contracting for them at the same price 
as we paid last year, and we will consider ourselves 
fortunate if we secure a reasonable amount of acre- 
age at the same price as in 1907. There is nothing 
in the world to justify asking the farmer to accept any 
less money. The fact that there was a large crop 
of tomatoes and a large pack of tomatoes in 1907 will 
not have any influence with the farmer, for the reason 
that at this time, field corn is worth from 55c to 60c 
per bushel; hay from $14.00 to $16.00 per ton; wheat, 
$1.05 per bushel; tobacco brings 9:9:, and 3. Taken 
as a whole, these prices are the highest the writer 
has seen for years on farm products, consequently, the 
farmer is not going to grow tomatoes and cannot af- 
ford to grow tomatoes at any less than he received 
for them in 1907. The price of solder is a little less 
than it was last year. Labor is no cheaper; fuel will 


be no cheaper so far as we know. There is no one 
offering to contract for fuel supply at anything less 


than our 1907 supply cost us. Taken all in all, we 
believe that in order to furnish goods that comply 
with the requirements of the pure food law and come 
up to the expectations of the jobbers, that packers 
cannot think, in justice to themselves, of accepting 
anything less for 1908 goods than they did for 1907 
goods. While it is true that the entire cost of packing, 
based on the present information as to cost, would 
run from one to two cents per dozen less this year 
than last, on the other hand, there are many seasons 
when the packers have accepted the prices that pre- 
vailed the year before with an advance on them of 
as much as 2%c per dozen in the cost of production. 
Then, there are still other seasons when the packers 
have contracted for futures before they knew the cost 
of production, and when unlooked for conditions ad- 
vanced the cost from five to ten cents per dozen, and 
of course, they had to accept their contract price. 
There must be a general evening up from time to 
time or the packer cannot exist, and it is really not to 
the best interests of the trade generally that the price 
be lowered on tomatoes for the year 1908. In our 
judgment the financial flurry will have been forgotten, 
and all values are as likely to be higher as to be lower 
by the time the packers are ready to consign the Fes- 
tive Love Apple into tin cans. 
Kuner Pickle Co., Denver, Colo. 

We have not yet consulted with our conferees on 
the subject of future prices on tomatoes, and can only 
give you our personal views in the matter. We ex- 
pect to get the same price as last year, which was 
$1.00 a dozen for 2¥%-lb. As to cheaper tomatoes, 


we are sure that they will not be cheaper in this part, 


of the country. The chances are that some conces- 
sion will have to be made in delivering. There is 
not a single case of tomatoes in the hands of packers 
to our knowledge.

Dun’s weekly report on commercial conditions in 
the Chicago district says: 





The favorable developments in banking condi- 
tions this week provide an encouraging basis for 
early improvement in the industrial situation. 
Aside from the immediate effect in strengthen- 
ing sentiment, there are features which testify to 
betterment. 

There is less apprehension as to advancing un- 
dertaking requiring heavy outlay in construction 
and building work. Railroad plans are nearer the 
time of initiation, and much activity is probable 
should the cost of financing become more invit- 
ing. 

Distributive trade continues of seasonable ex- 
tent. Dealings in the leading retail lines bring 
gratifying reductions in winter stocks, and whole- 
sale operations gather strength from an increas- 
ing presence of visiting buyers, the bookings be- 
ing large in dry goods, footwear, clothing, wool- 
ens, furniture, hardware, and food products.

Roosevelt Takes Held of Benzoate Question. 


A dispatch from Washington, D. C., says: “Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has decided to obtain expert informa- 
tion regarding certain questions of chemistry involved 
in the application of the pure-food law. He has writ- 
ten to the presidents of Yale, Johns Hopkins, North- 
western university of Illinois, University of Virginia 
and the University of California, requesting them to 
submit to him the names of several practical scien- 
tists, from which he proposes to select a board of 
five to consider the regulations which have been made 
by the department of agriculture regarding the use of 
sulphur in preserving fruits, the use of benzoate of 
soda in the preservation of catchup and other food 
products, the use of glucose in sirups besides several 
other chemical questions.” 


Canners Favor Longer Term for Ohio 
Commissioner. 


The members of the Ohio Canners’ Association at 
the recent convention at Columbus adopted a resolu- 
tion calling on the State Legislature to extend the 
term of office of the Ohio Food Commissioner from 
two to four years. Their reason for wishing the State 
Food Commissioner to occupy his office for four in- 
stead of two years, is that the present term is in- 
sufficient for the acquirement of that. knowledge and 
experience requisite to a proper discharge of the du- 
ties of the office. 

The present commissioner in Ohio is Mr. R. W. 
Dunlap, who addressed the Columbus convention with 
special reference to the canning industry, telling the 
packers present that the use of preservatives was not 
permitted in any food product except catsup, and in 
that product only to the amount of one-tenth of 1 per 
cent, which must be stated on the label. Commis- 
sioner Dunlap also stated that saccharin and bleach 
are prohibited in Ohio. 

Many questions were asked Mr. Dunlap by the 
packers and quite a discussion followed his remarks 
concerning the use of benzoate of soda in catsup. The 
consensus of opinion was that benzoate is necessary 
not only for a proper handling of the catsup stock, 
but also in the preservation of the catsup after it 
reaches the consumer. 

Mr. Deeds, of Circleville, Ohio, in addressing the 
convention delivered a strong speech, worthy of his 
office of Chairman of the Committee on Transporta- 
tion. Mr. Deeds stated that action on the part of 
canners was necessary to protect themselves against 
railroad errors by “office boys” occupying men’s 
places.

Baltimore's Tomato Pack in 1907. 


Statistics showing the number of cases of tomatoes 
packed in Baltimore in 1907 as compared with 1906 
and 1905 have been compiled by the Baltimore Canned 
Goods Exchange as follows: 

Basis No. 3 size, 1907, 1,498,360 cases; 1906, 1,023,- 
258; 1905, 935,897. 

The Exchange report, in conclusion, says; ‘The 
total stock of tomatoes on hand is exceedingly small, 
as evidenced by the empty condition of our public 
warehouses, one of which would easily hold all the 
canned goods now contained in all the warehouses, as 
stated recently by one of the most prominent ware- 
housemen in Baltimore.”* 





Guaranty Words on Labels May be Changed. 


Congressman Mann of Chicago. has introduced a bill 
permitting food manufacturers, where goods comply 
with government standards, to place thereon labels 
bearing the words ‘United States Standard,’’ forbid- 
ding the utilization of any other government guaranty 
label except in the following form: ‘‘Guaranteed by 
the Manufacturers (or By Us) to Comply With the 
Food and Drugs Act June 30, 1906.” 





Sees Strong Salmon Market Ahead 


Frank L. Deming, of the Deming & Gould Co., 
Chicago, large factors in the packing and distribu- 
tion of canned salmon, was interviewed in New York 
City last week and talked interestingly on the salmon 
situation. “If conditions were normal in this country 
today,” said Mr. Deming, “the prices for salmon would 
be much higher than they now are. They are certain 
to advance any way when the season of active con- 
sumption begins. We are sold out of red Alaska fish, 
sand we are confident that stocks of all fish in first 
hands all over the country are small. The market 
is now practically in the hands of the jobber who 
has the power to make prices as he sees fit. There is 
not a can of medium red salmon in first hands. I 
believe that 2,100 cases of half pound cohoes consti- 
tute the stock of that description. A few silversides 
might be picked up. There are no talls in cohoes 
left on Puget Sound. The run of silversides on the 
Columbia River came ‘ate or they would have been 
cleaned up long ago. We turned down more orders 
for cohoes and silversides than we packed. To sum 
up the situation there is nothing left in first hands 
but Puget Sound humpbacks. Pinks in Alaska are 
exhausted. 


“There will be no humpbacks packed until 1909; 
the run of these fish occurs bi-annually. One gets 
an erroneous impression from reading of the big run 
of fish on Puget Sound, but not being anticipated by a 
single packer. The total pack of fish was only 450,- 
ooo cases. Had we been equipped the sound could 
have packed 2,000,000 cases easily. 

“As to 1908, we think there will be no pink sal- 
mon, and we are making preparations for the light- 
est pack of sockeye fish. We predict that it will be 
shorter even than in 1907, this being the third or lean 
year. If they should come in in untold millions the 
packers would not be prepared. I don’t often prophesy, 
but I am willing to go on record as expressing the 
opinion that the Puget Sound will not pack 150,000 
cases of sockeyes, and that the total pack of fish on 
the sound including sockeyes, cohoes and chums will 
not equal 350,000 cases. 

“In view of these facts there is nothing but an ad- 
vancing market in prospect. The stock of pink sal- 
mon in first hands is possibly 200,000 cases of which 
we control a little over half. We are shipping these 
goods now all over the world. While here today ] 
received a cable for 4,000 cases from Singapore which 
is anew market. We have shipped to Rangorn, Aus- 
tralia, South Africa, and have done more business in 
England than we ever did. Orders are coming in 
daily from all over the country. Pinks will advance 
in price and every case in Puget Sound will be sold 
and shipped by the first day of next September. 

“The outcome of all this is simply a higher mar- 
ket not only on spot, but on future salmon. The job- 
bers have a better opportunity to make money and 
they are extremely foolish if they don’t take advan- 
tage of it. Such holders as Armsley, Kelley, Clarke. 
Griffeth, Durney Co. and ourselves are out of the sal- 
mon business until the next pack. Packers on Puget 
Sound are without stocks except pinks and if there 
are any weak spots we don’t know them. The pack- 
ers have only to shade prices a very few cents to find 
buyers.”

The campaign for Rochester has been started by 
Donald Stuart, sales manager of the Mechanical De- 
partment of the Taylor Instrument Company, of 
Rochester, and W. H. Smith, manager of the LeRoy

Benzoate Decision Expected Soon. 


According to Washington dispatches, the point has 
been reached making it necessary in the opinion of 
persons in close touch with the situation to have an 
immediate decision by the Department of Agriculture 
with regard to the policy to be followed in the use 
of benzoate of soda in catsup, pickles and preserves. 
Last week several representatives of manufacturers 
using benzoate were in Washington conferring with 
members of the Federal Food Inspection Board for 
the purpose of extracting from them their views re- 
garding the situation and also to secure from the 
board the promise to make some announcement of a 
definite character in the near future. 

It is learned, says a Washington dispatch, on the 
best of authority, that a definite decision will be ren- 
dered by the Department of Agriculture in a few days 
at most. This is considered imperative in order that 
the catsup people may know what they can do in con- 
tracting for their glass and looking out for tomatoes, 
land, etc., for the coming season. It is generally 
believed that the department will stand by Decision 
76, possibly postponing its application somewhat 
further. No positive statement as to the contents of 
the decision can, however, be made. E. C. Johnson 
saw a considerable number of members of congress 
on behalf of a bill creating a nonpartisan commission 
to consider the wholesomeness of benzoate, but se- 
cured no definite promises._ 


Wheeling Can Co. Builds Big New Plant. 


Witliin a few days the new plant of the Wheeling 
Can Co., Wheeling, W. Va., will be in operation. The 
plant was built at a cost of $50,000 and is being fitted 
with the most modern machinery for the manufacture 
of high grade packers’ cans.

German Experiments with Sulphur in Food. 


Advices from Washington say that, according to 
advices received there with reference to recent ex- 
periments in Germany upon the effect of sulphurous 
acid taken in foods as the result of the use of sulphur 
for food presesvation, the experiments already car- 
ried out by tle Bureau of Chemistry on this same 
subject are receiving definite confirmation, It is stated 
that in the experiments the acid in specified quantities 
had. an injurious physiological effect and that under 
certain conditions there were likely to be direct re- 
sults from its. use. 

These conclusions are the same as those which had 
already been arrived at, although tentatively by the 
Bureau of Chemistry in the elaborate study of the 
effects of sulphur_and sulphurous acid upon the hu- 
man system recently published. The fact that there 
is apparent confirmation in the experiments in Ger- 
many is regarded as being of considerable importance 
in connection with the pending controversy over sul- 
phur. 


Directory of Wholesale Grocers. 


The National Wholesale Grocers’ association has 
issued a directory of the recognized wholesale grocers 
of the United States. The work was compiled by 
Secretary Beckmann with the co-operation of the 
various jobbers and local associations throughout the 
country. It includes the names of about 2,300 firms 
and companies who are recognized as strict jobbers, 
excluding large retail buyers, chain stores, buying 
exchanges, etc. The book is being mailed to mem- 
bers of the association and may be had by manufac- 
turers and others at a nominal charge on application 
to the secretary. 


Fine Trade Paper. 


The December 2oth issue of the Omaha “Trade 
Exhibit” furnished proof that the wholesale mer- 
chants and manufacturers of Omaha are the fortu- 
nate possessors of a trade journal which is doing 
things for their city’s commerce. The ordinary week- 
ly numbers of the “Trade Exhibit” are a strong force 
in increasing Omaha’s importance as a jobbing and 
manufacturing center, but such special issues as that 
of December 20th accomplish results which are im- 
possible to accomplish through any other means than 
a general merchandise journal conducted by men of 
brains and foresight. The editors and publishers of 
the “Trade Exhibit” deserve substantial support and 
encouragement of Omaha business men, who surely 
realize that in supporting so powerful a commercial 
missionary as the “Trade Exhibit” they are simply 
promoting their own and their city’s interests. - 


No Money to Enforce Arkansas Food Law. 


The Arkansas legislature at its last session enacted 
a new state pure food law and incorporated in it a 
number of very good features, but neglected the all 
important thing of providing an appropriation to 
enable the officials to enforce its provisions. The 
State treasurer of Arkansas says that he can see no 
way in which he can secure samples for analysis un- 
less they are brought to him voluntarily,

that I have remodeled the Husker which I 

had at the Convention last year, and feel con- 
fident that the new model, which is much sim- 
plified and stronger in construction, will meet the 
requirements of its mission. 

I do not care to mention any of the many 
merits of the machine, as ‘seeing is believing,”’ 
and when you have seen this machine in opera- 
tion at the Convention next month, with corn to 
demonstrate its merits.

The work the old model performed was very 
gratifying, husking a bushel of good corn a min- 
ute, and doing the work much better than by 
hand. 

I expect to be in a position to supply the 
Packers with Huskers this year and it will be 
with the understanding that if they do not work 
perfectly you are not to pay for them. 

WHITE PEA FEEDING MACHINE 

We also wish to call the attention of the Pea 
Packers to our “pea threshing shed revolution- 
izer,’’ the White Pea Feeding Machine. These 
machines do not flinch or shirk when the vines 
are wet or full of thistles. The viner is fed uni- 
formly; increased capacity and cleaner threshing 
result. The White Pea Feeding Machine is a 
great labor saver. 

These machines were built and tried out in 
1906, at Winters & Prophet’s and at my factory. 
They gave such good results that Winters & 
Prophet installed sixteen in their new factory last 
year, using eight to convey the feed between the 
tandem Viners. The Burt Olney Canning Co. 
installed seven last spring, and we shipped them 
seven more about six weeks ago. The A. J. Tan- 
ner Co. installed five last year; the Wayne County 
Preserving Co., six; the Erie Preserving Co., one 
and the Old Homestead Canning Co., Canada, one.

A very pretty tasty calendar sent out by W. E, 
Robinson & Co., the widely known Bel Air, Md., 
packers and brokers, shows in colors a reduction of 
the painting by the famous artist, Hirschberg, en- 
titled “In the Springtime,” a rarely beautiful pastoral 
picture. W. E. Robinson & Co. are sending these 
pretty calendars to their friends and customers with 
their compliments and wishes for a happy New Year. 
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Matters Important to the Canning Industry. 
Written by C. J. Guirl, of the Clay City, Ind., Canning Co. 





Epiror CANNER: Recognizing in your journal one 
that is printed exclusively for the benefit of the can- 
ning fraternity, | beg to call your attention to some 
matters that are of first importance to the industry and 
that need immediate attention. My purpose in doing 
this is to bring before you a statement of conditions 
as seen by a practical canner and one who has the 
welfare of the canning business at heart; with the 
end in view of having you, if you see fit, advocate, 
through your columns, certain reforms that I deem 
necessary. 

There has been in existence for some time evils 
and abuses that have prevented the canners, as a 
body, from attaining the commercial importance 
which is their due; namely: 

The discounting of bills after the discount date has passed. 

The utter disregard of a buyer for his contract when the 
market warrants a refusal to accept goods. 

The buyer’s persistence in holding a responsible seller to 
the letter, forcing him to make cash settlement for failure to 
deliver even if such failure is caused by conditions over 
which the seller has no control. 

There are many others too numerous to mention 
and which it would be impossible to handle before 
corrections of the above are obtained. 

This state of affairs is due to the absence of four 
things : 

Ist. A close national organization, the National Conven- 
tion having been used for years for the benefit of the 
Machinery & Supplies Association and as a play-ground for 
Canners and Brokers. 

2nd. An absolutely defined standard in all staple lines of 
canned goods. 

3rd. A uniform contract. 

4th. A permanent Arbitration Committee to settle all dis- 
putes. 

Before the financial crisis the above named abuses 
had not been generally enough practiced or flagrant 
enough to warrant united action. Now is the time 
when we are all feeling their effect and very little 
agitation would be necessary to secure united action. 

I suggest that every one having the interest of the 
canning business at heart go to the Cincinnati con- 
vention with the intention of doing his part toward 
making it a business convention for the discussion of 
needed reforms and measures to effect them. 

In my limited experience I have been unable to 
find anyone who could define standard cans of to- 
matoes, pumpkin, kraut and many other staple ar- 
ticles in the canned goods line. While this is the 


case no man can feel absolutely sure that he is pack- 
ing and shipping a standard article. All he can do 
is to pack the best he can; or, the worst he can make 
go through, according to market conditions. It is 
true he can compare it with some other pack, the 
superintendent of which has no more absolute knowl- 
edge than the man seeking the information. In cage 
he has a car of goods refused he is up against it in 
trying to obtain justice. 

The 1908 convention should consider : 

ist. Closer organization of the national body. 

2nd. ‘The establishing of standards in all lines. 

3rd. The adoption of a uniform contract. 

4th. The establishing of a permanent Arbitration Com- 
mittee to settle all disputes between buyer and seller. 

Action resulting from the united and spirited dis- 
cussion of the above at the national convention would 
do more than the “National Pure Food Law” ‘toward 
protecting the honest packer and the consumer. 

The recent financial disturbance has been a trying 
one in all lines, but in almost every instance the 
packer has found himself “holding the bag.” This 
should not be the case and is not in any industry that 
commands the capital and intelligence that ‘the can- 
ning business does. 


Norway Sardine Packing. 


It is assumed by a great many people that herring 
and lud-fish enter mainly into the fish industry of 
Norway, says the Fishing Gazette. That this is not 
the case is stated by one of our consuls in that coun- 
try who writes this government of the sardine in- 
dustry in his port. The fish are caught in nets in 
many of the fiords that line the coast of Norway. 
They resemble small herring, and are from three to 
four inches in length. On reaching the canning fac- 
tory the fish are washed in tubs, put in salt for a 
quarter of an hour, and sent to the storing room, 
where they are classified according to size. From 
this department they go to the room where they are 
prepared to be smoked. An iron rod, holding twenty 
or more fish, is passed through their eyes, fifteen or 
twenty such rods making a “frame.’’ As soon as a 
frame is finished, it is placed in a slide of a brick 
oven over a wood fire and allowed to remain there

, 
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for twenty minutes. Then it is sent to the clipping 
room, where the heads are cut off with scissors. 

The fish then go to the packing department, where 
they are packed in cans, the cans first being prepared 
by being half filled with olive oil. The fish are laid 
lengthwise in the cans, which hold from twenty to 
thirty fish. Before the lid is closed by means of a 
machine, a rubber band is placed on the edge of the 
top of the box. The final stage is reached when the 
boxes are placed in a saldron of hot water and 
steamed for twenty minutes. When taken out they 
are examined for leaks and defects, and, if perfect, 
are sent to the labeling and packing rooms.
